the U. 5. Mall Steamship Company.

Dest Service Assured.

“The Government feels that it could
not permit fraud and hardship to he
worked on thousands of immigranta
through misappropriation of funds r.l-
lected on ships which it owned, and In
thia we belleve we will have universa!
support. Judge Manton accordingly en-
tered the decrve returning the ships to
the United States Shipping Board. The
Shipping Board will expeditiously, meas-
ured by ample oppoartunity soberly to
study the best interests of the merchant
marine, either sell or charter the ships
to a proper company,

“In the meantime the ships will be
operated for the Government's account
as u patriotic service and without com-
pensation by the United American Lines,
which will he represented by W. Averill
Harriman; the Roosevelt Steamship
Company, which will be represented by
Kermit Roosevelt ; Moore & McCormac);,
Tne, who will be represented by A, V.,
Moore, These gentlemen will in turn
take into thelr counsel thelr own lle
associates.

Mascow, Aug, 27.—Rusesia’s problem

appears to be vastly greater than the
tiusk of feeding the millions in the famina
stricken districts of the country, It
would seem to be rather a question of
ving the productive resources of
this district, which has in the past been
known as “the granary of Europe.”

This was the view taken of the situa-
tlon vesterday by Leo Kameneff, head
of the Russian Famine Commission, who
putlined the work to be done to relief
workers here.

“In the face of the famine dilemma,”
he sald, “the only thing the Russian
tiovernment ean do is to gamble on the
hope of outslde ald and take the winter
store of food graln from all farmers
throughout Ruesia and uss it as seed
for this fall'a sowing. The only way
to save Rusesia from impending disaster
{5 to take grain from the hungry and
give It to the starving."”

The amount of grain needed for seed-
ing the 17,600,000 acres to be sown this
fall approximated 270,000 tons, of which
Russin could furnish only 162,000, M.
Kameneff gald. This area is about the
same as wew planted In this country in
1920, but w# only half the pre-war acre-

age.

“Although seed must be planted by
September 156, If there I to be a crop
at all next season,” he continued, it is
obvlous that even then the problem will
be unsolved. There must be farmers
to harvest the graln, and they must be
able to remaln where there is grain to
be harvested, Thig they cannot do with-
out food. At the rate of about twelve
ounces of bread daily to a person Russia
will require 1,260,000 tons of grain to
cover the ten months from the first of
October to the next harvest. Of this
amount Ruesia can furnish only about
256 per cent., which will leave o shortage
of nbout 945,000 tons,

“1f we do gamble on the hope 0. out-
elde auid, and use up the' food supply for
geed, the famine may slaughter during
the coming winter not only those now
suffering from hunger but also those
whose grain must be taken for seeding.
With some 250 shiploads of 5,000 tons
each this whole problem can be solved,
and that e our problem in a nutshell.”

In reply to n query aa to the abillty
of the Soviet Government to transport
grain to the famine districts If It was
aviallable M.*Kaneneff sald: "We have
plenty of box cars, but are without
locomotives, so we can do little to move
gupplies.”

“The former Russian Government,” he
continued, “ordered some 300 logomo-
tives in the United States, and we be-
lleve most of them are still thera, We
have tried to secure them, but have been
unsuccesefui. If these could be obtalned
it woul solve half the problem. Of
course that is business, not charity. We
are immensely mrateful for America’'s
generous offer of help for our starving
children, but for the regeneration of
Ruasla we expect to pay our way, Our
handicap hitherto has been that we could
not buy."
